The examiner requested that clahns 1,9, 15, 1 8, 23, and 24 be amended to correct 
certain informalities" The examiner has also rejected claims I, 9, 15, and 18 under 35 
U.S.C. §112, first paragraph. However, Applicant believes that many of the examiner's 
objections and the examiner's 112 rejection are based on a misreading of the claims For 
example, the examiner argues that claims 1, 9, 15, and 1 8 recite "retransmitting all of the 
requested data," Applicant believes the examiner understands this to mean that all of the data 
originally sent via the point-to-multipoint session is resent. This reading of the claims is 
incorrect. Instead, claims 1,9, 15, and 1 8 claim retransmitting the all data that was not 
receded but was expected. This is me Requested data" recited in the claims. Applicant has 
amended the claims to address the misunderstanding. As such, Applicant has not accepted 
the examiner's proposed claim amendments to claim 23, line 6 (i« suggested amendment) 
claim 1, line 7 (2» d suggested amendment), claim 15, line 10 (6* suggested amendment) 
cla.m 18, lines 6 and 7 (7* and 8 th suggested amendments), and claim 23, line 10(9* 
suggested amendment). Applicant has accepted the examiner's suggested amendments to 
claim 9, lines 1 and 2 (3 rf suggested amendment), claim 9, lines 3 and 5 (4* and 5 th suggested 
amendments) and claim 24, lines 3 and 5 (10* and 1 1* suggested amendments) 
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
